All  according  to  the  method  and  manner  provided  for  in  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Indiana,  entitled  “An  Act  Concerning  Municipal  Corporations”,  as  approved  March  6,  1905  and  the  provi- 
sions of  all  acts  amendatory  thereto  and  supplemental  thereof,  including  the  right  to  bond  assessments  as 
in  said  law  ordered. 

Assessments  if  deferred  are  to  be  paid  in  ten  equal  installments  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  (5)% 
per  annum.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  be  or  be  held  responsible  for 
any  sum  or  sums  due  from  the  said  property  owner  or  owners,  or  for  the  payment  of  any  bond  or  bonds, 
except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have  Jjeen  actually  received  by  the  City  from  the  assessments  for  such 
property  damages  as  said  City  is  bvffljove  entitled  act  required  to  pay.  All  proceedings  had  in  the  making 
of  said  improvement,  assessment  01  property,  collection  of  assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds  therefor, 
shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and  all  amendments  thereto  and  supplements  thereof.

The  vacation  of  the  above  described  Street  and'  alloy-e-  shall  be  subject  to  an  easement  for  the  use  of  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  other  public  utilities  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  sewers, 
water  mains,  gas  mains,  electric  pole  lines  and  conduits,  telephone  and  telegraph  pole  lines  and  conduits. 

All  Streets,  lots  and  lands  affected  by  the  above  described  vacation  are  situated  in  the  south- 
west quarter  of  Section  Thirty-four, Township  31  north.  Range  12  east,  and  lie  wholly 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.

The  above  vacations  are  sought  for  the  following  reasons; 

Although  this  portion  of  Rosemont  Drive  is  platted,  nevertheless  it  has 
never  been  graded  or  used  for  street  purposes.  A portion  of  Rosemont  Drive 
east  of  the  vacation  herein  sought  was  previously  vacated.  The  street 
dead-ends  at  its  western  terminal  at  the  G.R. & I*  Railroad.  The  eastern 
portion  of  the  vacated  street  will  be  used  for  school  purposes.  The  re- 
mainder  will  be  used  by  Dana  Corporation  as  a parking  lot  in  connection 
with  its  Industry  on  the  north  side  of  State  Boulevard. — There  appears  to — 
be  no  present  or  future  public  need  or  utility  for  this  street* 

As  to  Tillie  Avenue,  it  is  only  two  blocks  long  and  also  has  no  present 

or  future  prospects  for -public  need  or  utility. It  has  never  been  used 

for  street  purposes;  it  can  almost  truthfully  be  said  that  it  starts 

nowhere  and  ends  nowhere* — The  land  can  only -be- utilized  by  having  the 

street  vacated  and  permitting  the  land  to  be  used  by  adjoining  property 
owners*
